.Men  and  women  are  today  devoting  their  entire  lives  to  the  cause  of  evolving 
practical  theories  about  education  in  order  to  remoxe  the  last  trace  of  guess  work 
in  teaching  and  to  learn  to  understand  the  puinls  more  thoroughly.  More  free- 
dom of  thought  and  speech  is  allowed;  the  modern  student  is  no  longer  the  stifled 
individual  that  he  formerly  was.

Marie  Antoinette  is  the  life  story  of 
a  young  Austrian  princess  who  was 
forced  to  marr\  the  Dauphin  of 
France,  son  of  King  Louis  X\'.  in  or- 
der to  kee])  peace  between  the  two 
countries.  Marie  was  a  very  light- 
headed and  frivolous  sort  of  ])erson 
who  ne\er  thought  of  the  good  of  the 
]!e()])le  but  onl\-  of  herself,  ller  moth- 
er. Maria  Theresa,  (Jueen  of  Austria, 
as  well  as  her  adxisors.  tried  to  guide 
her,  but  they  failed.  Louis  was  an 
easy-going  sort  of  ])erson  who  never 
could  make  up  his  mind.  It  was  be- 
cause of  this  characteristic  that  he  and 
Marie  finally  lost  their  lives.  Marie 
never  cared  ainthing  for  Lcniis,  but 
spent  most  of  her  time  buying  new 
clothes,  jewels,  gambling  and  attend- 
ing ma.s<|ued  balls.  .She  had  a  special 
palace  built  ;it  Trianon  which  cost  a 
small  fortune.  'There  she  could  be  by 
lierself  or  have  a  small  gathering  of 
her  chosen  friends  with  her.  In  this 
way  .she  continu.dly  drained  the  trea.s- 
ury  and  (|uickly  led  the  nation  into  delit. 
\\  hen  they  became  rulers  of  the  nation 
they  kept  ])roniising  the  people  there 
would  be  more  work  and  they  would 
have  .something  to  .say  in  ruling  the 
country.  None  of  these  things  ever 
c.ime  true  however.  They  kept  get- 
ting themselves  into  trouble  all  the 
time  ;mil  after  trying  to  escape   frc)m 
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the  palace  and  failing-  to  do  so,  they 
were  hrough  back  as  prisoners.  They 
were  both  finally  tried  and  condemned 
t(j  the  guillotine. 

To  anyone  interested  in  history  this 
l>ook  would  be  most  enjoyable.  It 
g-ives  a  clearer  understanding  of  why 
the  French  people  revolted  against  the 
monarchy,  and  many  intertesting  facts 
in  Queen  INTarie's  life  which  one  does 
not  find  in  history  text  books.

HENRY  VHI 


The  com])aratively  recent  picture 
"The  Private  Life  of  Henry  VIH," 
serves  as  an  excellent  example  of  what 
can  be  done  b\  the  motion  picture  in- 
dustry of  today.  Due  to  the  many  tal- 
ented screen  stars  available  it  is  \)OS- 
silile  to  secure  those  actors  l)est  ada])- 
ted  to  the  parts  to  be  played.  There- 
fore a  naturalness  of  character  was  at- 
tained where  up  to  a  few  years  ago.  it 
would  have  been  impossible  to  acquire 
the  talent.  ("h;irles  L.-uighton  is  per- 
fectly c.'ist  in  the  ]);irt  of  Henry  YUl, 
there  existing  between  the  two  a  re- 
markable resemblence  of  features  and 
general  appearance. 

The  costinning  furnishes  a  sample 
of  what  can  be  done  to  the  ancient 
mode  of  dress,  to  render  it  realistic. 
}et  beautiful  under  the  glare  of  the 
tuimenms  dazzling  lights.  The  l">eau- 
tifnl  dresses  of  the  court  ladies,  the  er- 
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niine-liordered  wra])  of  the  King',  all 
play  their  part  in  this  scooping  drama 
of  trne  life. 

The  directing  was  carefnlly  planned 
if  one  may  judge  by  the  smoothness 
with  which  the  picture  progresses  and 
the  ])liotography  is  beautiful;  each 
background  is  accurately  studied  as  to 
appropriateness  and  its  aid  to  the  dis- 
tinction of  important  characters. 

The  picture  starts  with  the  persecu- 
tion of  his  second  wife,  Anne  Boleyn; 
the  first  one,  Catherine  or  Aragon,  be- 
ing omitted  because  "she  was  too  good 
and  therefore  uninteresting."  Begin- 
ning with  his  third  wife  we  follow  the 
King  through  his  other  four  marriages 
leaving  him  happily  eating  chicken; 
his  sixth  and  last  wife  had  forbidden 
him  to  eat  it  because  of  his  age.  Here 
again  we  see  an  example  of  excellent 
costuming.  The  transformation  of  the 
}()ung  King  into  the  old,  brings  out 
to  the  best  advantage  the  modern  abil- 
ity of  the  art  of  making-up. 

This  picture  would  have  a  definite 
a])])eal  to  some  people  while  it  would 
be  deadly  revolting  to  others;  the  mere 
mention  of  the  name  King  Henry 
would  be  enough  to  send  them  in  the 
opjiosite  direction.  While  going  down 
the  isle  of  the  theatre  I  overheard  a 
man  saying,  'T  think  they  could  have 
added  a  little  more  of  the  political 
])roblems  of  the  reign  and  taken  out 
some  of  the  divorces  and  head-cut- 
tings." He  may  have  been  right  but 
I  doubt  that  many  would  agree  with 
him. 

Of  course  the  major  policies  adop- 
ted during  his  reign  would  have  some 
influence  on  his  home  life,  but  if  his 
entire  existence  were  shown  including 
his  private  and  social  activities,  the  pic- 
ture would  ha\e  been  much  too  long. 
Howe\er  it  seems  as  though  a  happy 
medium  could  have  been  reached  show- 
ing a  few  of  the  measures  adopted  and 


their  immediate  effect  upon  England; 
this  would  have  furnished  material  for 
some  very  beautiful  scenes  and  would 
have  rounded  out  the  picture  consider- 
ably.
